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The Columbia Hospital is an Institution for the people 
of Astoria and the Lower Columbia River District. The 
earnings of the Hospital will never be diverted for any other 
purpose than for the upbuilding and maintenance of the insti- 
tution. The building is of reinforced concrete construction, 
faced with brick and terra-cotta. It is four stories in height 
and basement, it contains 90 rooms besides the bath rooms 
and closets. The office includes three rooms and vault. 
There is the reception room, the doctors’ consultation room, 
doctors wash room, the examination room, the anaesthetic 
room, two main surgeries, the eye, ear, nose and throat sur- 
gery, laboratory, instrument room, pharmacy, nursery and 
maternity quarters, X-ray and systoscopic department, steri- 
lizer rooms and nurses work rooms, dressing and utility 
rooms, morgue, laundry, machinery and boiler rooms, elec- 
tric generator and meter room, main kitchen and four diet 
kitchens, nurses dining room, refrigerators, coolers and store 
room. The building has two stairways and elevator with 
dual control. 


Plans are to have the building completed and fullv 
equipped by the last of June when it will be dedicated and 
opened for public inspection. A number of Fraternal organi- 
zations and also individuals have donated and are to donate 
the cost of furnishing, a surgery, a ward or a private room. 
We express our sincere gratitude to all for their much ap- 
preciated support.
